There is a poor showing for corn in thle neigh - 
borhood, All the farmers planted early, and had 
fino stands when I waa down here in May, but tho 
corn was all burned up before the rain cuma, and 
from this polnt down na far as Dr. Lovo's there 
will be but sorry crops mudo-on somo farms bare, 
ly safficlent for brend, This, couplad with the 
short orops of Just yenr, and the great demand for 
oorn to foad soldier’ horses, will muko it vory 
soars, and consequently very high, as it la almost 
Impossible to procure tranaportion, and then only 
at tzuoh rates that the hauling will cost as much as 
the corn. The crookd are nearly u. dried up, und 
before the summer fe ovor, if we have no mora 
raln, the stook will suffer severely, while water 
will have to be hauled, for domostio purposes, on 
niany larma for sqveral milog. Ltried a new route, 
on my way down, by Floycis, leaving log Eyè 
about four miles to the right, The distance fa 
somdwhat farther, but the rond passes throngh n 
thick settlement, after leaving the pralrte, and I 
found the corn crops along this route generally 
vory good. 

Thoro has also boon considerable wheat and 
othor amall grain rateed in thia section, and on 
nearly every farm I passed they wero busy thresh- 
Ing. Tho yield is not ns lsrgo as naual, byt the 
wheat {a of an oxcollont quality, and js now com- 
mandirg $5, at the nfills.

Camp BLLKNAP, July lat 1883. 

Mr, Editor: — On the 10th of last mouth, a scout, 
fiom this camp, came up with a party of Indians 
driving a bord of stolen horeg, about n hundred 
milos, north west of this place. They strttok the 
trail tbe day before and early the next morning, 
approached to within 200 yards of the Indiana 
withou} boing disooverod, A rnoning fight then 
onsued—the Indians fighting desporately, which 
onded jn our killing three of them, wounding the 
other, and capturing 3 scalps and all the horses, 
28 in number, Hergt. Willett, fu command of the 
scout, was the only ono of our men injured, Jo 
was slightly wounded in the side with un arrow, 
and his horse shot thiough with a rifle ball. The 
horses were stolen from Parker county,
